Many Matters of Interest Considered 
at Monday Evening's Meeting of

Municipal ownership of the water 
plant, organization of a volunteer tire 
department, further plans for civic 
beautification, representation in the 
Elks parade in Los Angeles July 16, 
library support and several other 
things were up for consideration at the 
regular monthly meeting of the Board 
of Trade Monday evening. The at¬ 
tendance was large and interest good, 
making it one of the best meetings 
held for some months. 

In the absence of President Keys, 
Vice President J. J. Graham presided. 
C. F. Gray reported fur the float com¬ 
mittee for the Elks convention parade 
on July 1C. It has been decided that 
the best showing for the money re¬ 
quired can be made with a mountain 
out lit somewhat like that taken to the 
Tournament of Roses on New Years, 
but on a larger scale. Manager Ross 
of Mt. Wilson has entered into the 
plans and will supply the animals ne¬ 
cessary for hauling the stage coach, 
for outriders and a pack train. Mon- | 
ey was voted by the Board to pay for' 
feeding the animals while in Los An- j 
geles. \ quartet will probably be or- : 
ganized to ride in the coach and furn¬ 
ish mule, 

Clean Up and Fix Up 

/ general cleaning up day for the i 
near future to be followed soon with j 
a prf e contest in the matter of beau- j 
tifying ’ property was recommended by 
the committee in charge. It was 
th( light that the cleaning up process 
might better begin at once than wait 
tt’l as late in the fall as last year. ! 
The committee consisting of Messrs. ! 
Monte, Dietz and Osgood was contin¬ 
ued in charge for the carrying out of 
their own recommendations. 

Report on Hotel Sites 

For the hotel committee. Mr. Kindig 
reported that two prepositions for a 
site had been made by Mrs. Cook, one i 
for $8,000 and a larger one for $11,000. | 
He reported that he saw no prospect 
of further progress except through j 
-tlve-<>*^anizal-i.an of a local stock com- 
pany to at least purchase a suitable 
site. Without this much to work on 
he saw no hope of interesting outside 
capital. However, he was more fully 
convinced than ever by his own exper¬ 
ience of the need of a first rate hotel 
here. 

N. H. Hosmer said he was unable to 
make a proposition on a site as he had 
expected at the last meeting, but ! 
would have something to offer soon. 

Invitation to El Reposo 

A letter was read from Mrs. Havi- 
land H. Lund of El Reposo expressing 
a desire that the citizens of Sierra 
Madre and the sanitarium people get 
closer together in the matter of car¬ 
ing for tubercular and other sufferers. 
She invitee uic to>;rhl ( .r i Mi (la- .wit, - -—' 
itarium, Inspect the place thoroughly 
and learn of the plans of the sanitar¬ 
ium company. 

After a discussion participated in by 
A. S. Mead, Dr. Mackerras and others, 
it was voted that the directors be ap¬ 
pointed a committee to visit the sani¬ 
tarium for the Board. It seemed to be I 


the general feeling that the citizens 
should acquaint themselves with the 
work of the sanitarium enterprise and 
give it such support at it deserves. 
The opportunity for mutual help in an 
enterprise of this sort is one that 
should not be missed. 

Volunteer Fire Department 
Leigh Smith announced that there 
had been some talk of organizing a 
volunter tire department and wished 
to learn the sentiment of the Board 
and enlist its assistance if possible. 
The discussion which followed, by 
Messrs. Osgood, Graham, Copps, J. D. 
Mackerras, Hosmer and others, show¬ 
ed that the need for such an organiz¬ 
ation is keenly felt. Mr. Graham said 
City Trustee Pegler had been instruct¬ 
ed to investigate the matter of chemi¬ 
cal engines suitable for local needs 
but his absence in Europe has delayed 
that matter. It was voted that a com¬ 
mittee be appointed to confer with the 
city tru-tees to see what could be done 
by the city to assist the movement, and 
to call a meeting of those interested 
f re the purpose of forming some sort 
of an organization. The chairman ap- 
) tinted J. D. Mackerras, Leigh R. 
Smith and George B. Morgridge. 

Needs of Library 

The matter of adequate support for 
the public library was'brought up by 
,V. S. Andrews, who said that dur¬ 
ing the pa w t year the work of the li- 
br-ry had been growing far more rap¬ 
idly than its income. This cannot con¬ 
tinue indefinitely. He referred to some 
recent changes in the laws giving 
more powerf to cities of this class for 
library support and urged that the 
matter of direct municipal support be 
taken up. The matter was referred to 
Messrs. Andrews and Torrance for 
consideration with the city attorney. 

The Water Situation 

The tinal discussion of the evening 
was by no means the least interesting 
~nd may be the most far reaching in 
its results. General desire for im¬ 
provement of the water service and 
the development of a larger supply at 
lower rates was brought out in a dis- 
ett si-n begun by L. C. Torrance. He 
emphasized the fact that the city’s 
growth is outstripping the water sup¬ 
ply under the present arrangement. 
Fortunately, several wet seasons have 
prevented a water famine but we are 
in i mm in ent d ange r of being put in 
a sorry plight by a single dry winter. 

The water situation was discussed 
at some length by Messrs. Torrance, 
Graham, Osgood, Andrews, DePeneier, 
Davis and others. The logical se¬ 
quence of the present arrangement 
seems to be one of two alternatives, 
municipal ownership and operation or 
re-organization as a corporation to be 
operated for prollt, in which case the 
stock will probably be concentrated In 
a few hands and the consumer will 
have to pay the piper. In case the 
present arrangement is continued 
much longer it is likely that a large 
portion of the stock will be collected 
into a few hands so that when the City 
gets ready to take over the pl&ftt it

In the present situation, as brought 
out by Captain Osgood, with the stock 
fairly well distributed among the prop¬ 
erty owners, to transfer the company’s

WATER FOUND TO BE SAFE 

State Bacteriological Experts Find 
Sierra Madre Fluid Excellent 

No typhoid and few bacteria of any 
kind were found in samples of Sierra 
Madre water examined by the state 
bacteriological experts. The water 
was pronounced perfectly safe for 
drinking purposes. This verdict of the 
bacteriological experts, coupled with 
the well known chemical purity of the 
water, gives it an enviable standing. 

Samples of water taken from the 
mains near the center of town were 
sent by Superintendent Morgan to tne 
state bacteriological experts. They re¬ 
ported 100 bacteria to the cubic centi¬ 
meter, a remarkably small number. In 
their report they state expressly L nai 
they regard the water as entirely safe 
for drinking purposes,. This should set 
at rest the fears of those persons who 
thought some sporadic typhoid cases 
which appeared recently might be 
traced to the city water supply.

Teachers Selected 

Next Friday will mark the close of 
the year’s work in the public schools. 
Town Hall has been engaged for a 
e’esing entertainment to be given enat

Tbere has been no noise over what has 
been accomplished and the absence of 
outside talk about school affairs has 
been in welcome contrast to som* pre¬ 
vious years.

All the present corps will be retained 
save Miss Carpenter, who has decided 
to give up teaching. In her place the 
trustees have chosen Miss Claricq 
Merrell of Sierra Madre. who has been 
teaching at Tropica.

Prof. John P. Odell is Recipient of a

Prnf. John P. Odell has been elected 
assistant professor of English at Oc¬ 
cidental college, formal announcement 
being made by President Baer Wednes¬ 
day morning. Along with this honor 
came word that the faculty of North¬ 
western University at Evanston, Ill., 
had recommended him to the trustee 
of that institution for the degree of 
Master of Arts, the recommendation 
being equivalent to the bestowing of 
the degree. 

Prof. Odell already held the degree 
of bachellor of arts from Northwest¬ 
ern and for seven years was instructor 
in English there. He has spent the 
past year in Sierra Madre on leave of 
absence, regaining his impaired health. 
While it is unusual for the master’s 
degree to be granted at Northwestern 
unless the recipient is present at com¬ 
mencement to receive it the rule was 
broken in the case of Prof. Odell be¬ 
cause of the peculiar circumstances.

ing a forged check bearing the name 
of Rudolph Speckles of San Francisco 
at the local bank, and incidentally 
getting the indorsement of Captain J. 
A. Osgood on the worthless paper, and 
also for writing a check on the Ocean 
Park bank where he had no money. 
He still has five or six years to serve. 

Acording to the story told in the Ex¬ 
aminer, the titled and wealthy friends 
of Sanders are pulling every possi¬ 
ble wire to secure his release. And 
if the attempt to secure a pardon fails 
the matter will be made an interna¬ 
tional issue, which is probably a pro¬ 
duct of the imagination of som Ex¬ 
aminer writer, or of Sanders himself. 

After reading the story, with Sand¬ 
ers’ account of his family connections, 
Cashier Flint of the First National 
Bank said he would have no objection 
to seeing Sanders released and return¬ 
ed to England in case his wealthy 
friends showed some disposition to re¬ 
pay the money Sanders had gathered 
up by his various swindling opera- j 
tions. It will be remembered that 
Sanders spent seven years in an Eng¬ 
lish prison. And if his relatives were 
not willing or powerful enough to se- 
ure his release there it is not likely 
| :hey will be the means of getting him 
nit rf his present troubles. The for¬ 
mer prison term is probably the per¬ 
iod to which he is unwilling to refer 
in telling of his own history. 

Sanders’ own story of his high con¬ 
nections in England is told as follows: 

“My father was a writer to the “Sig- i 
net" at Edinburgh University, as was ! 
his father before him. My grandfath- ; 
er’s mother and Sir Walter Scott’s ! 
mother were sisters. My mother was 
a daughter of Admiral Weaver. She 
was a direct descendent of the Dow- , 
ager Countess of Londesborough. 

“I was graduated from Cambridge ! 
in 1883 with a degree of Bachelor of j 
Arts, Bachelor of Medicine and Bach- 
el( r of Surgery. I spent one year at 
St. George Hospital, Hyde Park, and 
another year at the Royal College of 
! Surgeons. In 1884 I was physician to 
j the Marquis of Conyngham, and re- j 
! mained in that position till 1885, when

| he died while on a cruise in the Med¬ 
iterranean. I was then assigned to the 
royal yacht Osborne, and was sur¬ 
geon and physician to the Prince of , 
Wales. In the following year I be¬ 
came physician to Lord and Lady

their yacht Sunbeam. In 1888 I w r as 
appointed surgeon to the Scotch 
guards at Windsor Castle. I 

“It was in 1889 that I became asso- , 
eiated with Sir Morrill Mackenzie, and !

Emperor Frederick of Germany. It ( 
was then that I suffered a series of . 
business reverses, losing sixty thous- ] 
and pounds. I was forced into bank- ( 
ruptcy and lost my entire fortune.
